Section 4973.06 Defective machinery prima-facie evidence of negligence.

No railroad company knowingly or negligently shall use or operate a car or locomotive that is
defective, or upon which the machinery or attachments belonging to such car or locomotive arein
any manner defective. If an employee of such company receivesinjury by reason of adefect in acar
or locomotive, or the machinery or attachments belonging to such car or locomotive, owned and
operated or being operated by such company, it shall be deemed to have had knowledge of such
defect before and at the time such injury is so sustained. When such defect is made to appear in the
trial of any action brought by such employee, or hislegal representative, against arailroad company
for damages on account of injuries so received, that fact shall be prima-facie evidence of negligence

on the part of such company.
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
